HE present boom in the auto industry 
means employment for 2,250,000 people, 
says Alfred Reeves, general manager of 
National Automobile Chamber of Com- 
merce, 
His estimate includes—in addition to the 
200,000 men working in auto factories—hun- 
dreds of thousands of professional chauffeurs 
and drivers and garage employes, 250,000 ac- 
cessory factory workers, 150,000 tire dealers 
and salesmen and thousands more in allied re- 
tail trades.

F THIS country is to have ready-to-hand 
human material to man the American 
Navy and the American Merchant 
Marine, always and all the time, either 
in peace or war, then it must grow, educate 
and train American boys for the job. Only 
give the boys a chance and everybody who 
knows boys will tell you that they will do 
the rest. 

The United States Junior Naval Reserve is 

the outgrowth of a movement in the right 
direction, started. by prominent men in the 
Navy League in 1914, who organized the 
‘“‘Navy League Junior’’ in recognition of the 
national need for American officers and sailors 
as well as American ships. 

The idea so appealed to naval authorities, 
American shipping interests and leading citi- 
zens that, in 1915, the United States Junior 
Naval Reserve was incorporated, A. waterside 
school was established near New London, 

« Conn,,,called Camp Dewey. It held a session, 
in the'spring and summer of 1916, which was 
so successful that the next year Camp John 
Paul Jones was opened at Corpus Christi, 
Tex., with sessions during the summers of 
1917 and 1918. In the winter of 1917, West 
Palm Beach Camp, Florida, was added, with 
sessions that season and in the winter of 1919. 
Since then the organization has been capturing 
and delighting’ our boys everywhere, and _ al- 
most equally in the sea and lake States and 
the interior. That is quite natural. Every 
proper American boy from eight to thirteen 
wants to be a Captain Kidd and, from that 
on to nearly his majority, wants to be a 
John Paul Jones, a Perry or a Farragut.

The host invited all of the Investment 
land owners, the New Mexican colonists 
and the big chief of the Coahuilla Indians, 
Juan Antonio. The Indian came with his 
interpreters and there the pipe of peace

Don Pablo was also well acquainted with 
Cristobal Slover, veteran plains animal 
hunter and guide, who met death in a 
battle with a griszly on the south slopes 
of the hill near this city which now 
bears his name. 

The deceased pioneer lived to seo 13 
of his 17 children die. He is survived 
by three sons and a daughter. Ramon, 
the eldest son, is 65 years of age. The 
other sons’ are Fabrico and Antonio. The 
daughter is Mrs. Martinez. 

Hundreds of Coltonites knew the vener- 
able pioneer who settled here when this 
city was nothing but a verdant meadow 
on the edge of the Santa Ana River.

GOVERNMENT BUNS 
POSTOFFICE SITES 


An interesting angle on the postoffice 
situation, which however is not expected 
to affect the location of the Hemet 
office, was brought to light this week 
in the news that Uncle Sam is planning to 
invest in Hemet real estate, the idea being 
that the government eventually expects 
to own or erect its own buildings in all 
first and second class offices throughout 
the country. In most cases, if the plan 
proposed by Postmaster General Work is 
authorized by congress, postoffice sites 
will be acquired immediately, to be built 
upon later. This will enable the govern- 
ment to secure sites for future build- 
ings before the value of land has in 
creased to a prohibitive extent. 

President Approves Plan 

President Harding has approved the 
plan. It is national in scope and when 
put into operation will save the govera- 
ment $400,000,000 in ten years. 

Postmaster General Work in his letter 
to President Harding explained that the 
department now pays an annual rental 
for buildings which house all of our 
postoffices, totaling more than $12,000,0v0. 
These figures have been growing at a 
tremendous rate recently as leases expired 
and owners demand and obtained sub- 
Stantial increases. 

The government can borrow money at 
4 per cent to buy or build offices, 
which will be tax free, says Work. 
Whereas, when leased, the government 
pays a rental high enough to permit the 
lessor to borrow money at 7 to 10 per 
cent and still profit. 

Business Is Booming 

Five thousand, eight hundred and thirty- 
six of Unele Sam's postoffices are in 
leased quarters, Only 1200 are in homes 
owned by the government.
